third to continue the additional duty of two 
and a half per cent ad valorem on imported 
articles. 


A fter feveral days difcuillon the firft refo- 
lution was negatived, 72 to 58. 
M r. R a n ­ 
dolph and feveral of his political friends and 
all the federalins voted iu favor of the refo­ 
lution.
